Frank Hart ond Walter Stokes Re-
turn from Mountain Climb.

REACHED RAINIERS SUMMIT

Astoria Men in Company With Ma-
gamas and Kindred Organizations
Monument. Report a Most Enjoyable
Time,

Frank Hart and Walter Stokes re

turned Saturday night after a clinmb to

the summit of Mt. Rainier, Wash., with

the Maramas and members of the Amer-

iean Alpline, Sierra and Appalachian
clubs.  Messrs. Hart and Stgkes lefl.l
here July 14 and report the most enjoy-

able two weeks they have spent in their

entire livex. The eclimb was exciting |
abd offered all the interest and perils
of the azeent of the Matterhorn or Wei-
seriorn of the Swiss Alps, life-lines and
alpenstock being necessary on more than
one oceasion,

Messrs, Hart and Stokes joined the
combined forees of the mountain-eering
clubs and were conveyed to Tacoma in
a special tmin. The trip is best de-
soribed by Frank Hart, who was inter-
viewed last night.

“From Tacoma™ said Mr, Hart, “we
went to Ashford in a special.  From this
place ‘we went to Longmire's springs,
spending two days there. Our pext
point was Paradise valley where we
camped. From here we made numerons
little side trips, visiting Eagle and
Pinacle peaks and Nisqually and Cow-
litz glaciers. These last were extreme-
Iy interesting. First snow was encoun-
tered in places in Paradise valley, but
remarkable to note, flowers of the most
beautiful deseription and in great var
jety and rich in eolor and perfume were
growing beside the snow.

“We next made Muir camp where we
stopped for the night at an elevation of
0000 feet., At 4:30 in the morning the
ascent to the summit was commeneed
and T can not say that it was very for-
midable even though this was my first
mountain climbing. Going around Gib-

ralter rock, however, we had to use both

life-lines and the alpenstock. Jt was

necessary for us to cut niches in the wall
of rock for foothold, There were thirty-
nine in our party, of whom seventecn
were women, and we reached the sum-
mit, 14,08 feet, about 1 o'elock. The
sky was the most perfect blue 1 have
ever seon, but below spread an hase or
o mist and we could see but little.

“While grouped about the summit a
number of huge boulders broke loose
and plinged down the mountain side
and almost upon the party following
us, The contour here was unusually
sheer and the climbers had little oppor-
tunity to move ene way or the other,
but fortunately no one was hurt,

“The descent was commenced at 3
o'clock and we reached Paradise valley
about 8 P. M. The snow was most
inviting and .we coasted the greater
part of the way, Well, we are all home
safe and bad a splendid time™ The
names of Messrs, Hart and Stokes are
now contained in the Mazama box at
the summit of Mt. Ralier and both
gentlemen are full-fedged members of
the order,
